What Is Being Done by the 
Rival Committees at the 
National Capital 


Gen. Chalmers Acknowledges 
that Maine Is Lost to 
the Democracy, 


And that the Greenbackers 
Will Make Little if Any 


Showing. 


The Southern Army of Claimants

AT THE FRONT. 
THE OPPOSING COMMITTEES IN WASHINGTON. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasnineroy, D. C., Aug. 28.—The rooms 
of the Republican Congressional Committee 
present a very animated scene. A great 
number of clerks, paid by the Committee 
and not by the Government, as in the case of 
the Democratic Committee, are at work 
sending away documents and attending to 
the details of the campaign. Maine is at 
present the objective point. The recent 
specch.of Wade Hampton at Staunton has 
been printed in pamphlet form, and is being 
sent out in large quantities, as well as a new 
pamphlet on the record of home-rule in the 
South. News daily received by the Repub- 
lican Committee is very cheering. 

Attorney-General Devens, who is not a 
very enthusiastic man, says to-day that he 
has not now a doubt of Garfield’s election. 
Mr. Devens, by the way, denies the reports 
that he has prepared speeches for delivery in 
Indiana, saying that he never prepares 
speeches, as he speaks best extemporaneously. 
Ile will leave next week for the west. An 
effort is to be made to have him speak in 
Chicago later in the season. 

AT THE DEMOCRATIC HEADQUARTERS 
there seems to be much less activity, al- 
though in the committee-rooms at the Capitol 
thousands of documents are being sent away. 
They are of the old hackneyed campaign 
character, and do not reach the broad issues 
of the eanvass. A great portion of the mat- 
ter is a rehash of newspaper publications of 
the testimony taken before the Committee of 
Congress. It has, for the most part, been 
prepared by Democratic journalists, many of 
whom about town are complaining that they 
have not been paid for their labor. 

The report that the Secretary of War has 
discharged a large number of clerks 
because they are Democrats is not 
true. One or two clerks have been dis- 
charged for drunkenness, and it is very 
probable that they were Democrats; but 
there have been no wholesale removals, and 
there will be none. 

THE DEADLOCK 
in the Congressional nominating Conven- 
tion in the Alexandria, Va., District is ended 
by the withdrawal of Neal, the wealthy can- 
didate, and the nomination by the Neal party 
of John S. Barbour, Receiver of the Vir- 
ginia Midland Road. Barbour is a resident 
of Washington City, although a legal voter 
at Alexandria, and is a pronounced mo- 
erat. The Readjusters confidently expect to 
carry the district. 
MUST STAY AT THEIR POSTS. 

It is said that Secretary Evarts has declined 
to grant leave of absence to Minister Noyes, 
at Paris, and Fairchild, Consul-General, to 
take part in the campaign. 

MINNESOTA. 

Representative Washburn, of Minnesota, 
who has been spending a day here, says that 
Ignatius Donnelly has_ been permanently 
reiired from politics; that there willbe a 
gain of a Republican Congressman from 
Minnesota, as Strait will defeat Poehler, and 
that Dunnell, notw ithstanding the Republican 
split in his district, will be reelected. 

MULLETT. 

A. B. Mullett, ex-S pervising Architect. 
who has declared for Hancock, has not re 
ceived any assignment by the Congressional 
Committee. 


UNFOUNDED. 

There is no truth in the Democratic report 
that Brooks, formerly Chief Clerk of the 
Indian Service, resigned on account of com- 
plicity with any Indian ring. The charge 
new made by the Democrats was examined 
and is discovered to be unfounded. Brooks 
long ago announced his determination to 
resign to enter into the manufacture of a 
patent paper from palm-leaf, in which he 
expects to realize a great fortune, and has 
left the Department for that purpose. His 
record is clear.

A BRILLIANT MEETING AT EVANSTON, 

The Hon. John A. Logan addressed a crowd 
of between 700 and 800—seven-eighths of 
whom were voters, the remainder being la- 
dies—in Jennings Hall, Evanston, last even- 
ing. It was not the first political meeting 
held this campaign, but by far the largest, 
and indicated that the interest in the contest 
is increasing. Among the audience were 
quite a number of well-known Democrats. 
The Senator eas escorted to the hall by 100 
of the Young Men’s Republicon Club,—a 
uniformed body wearing wide- awake“ 
capes and hats, and carrying torches.

As a prelude to the speaking, the Evanstorf 
Glee Club of nine young men, members of 
the organization before referred to, sang a 
campaign song, meriting the applduse which 
followed its conclusion. 

Mr. Gage then introduced Gen. Logan in 
an informal way, and he was very cordially 
greeted. 

After expressing his pleasure at the oppor- 
tunity to address the citizens of Evanston, 
he said that, in discussing the ques- 
tions that were now presented to the 
American people for their decision, 
he should attempt, at least, to cogfine himself 
to the facts, and try to examine the questions 
in a fair and reasonable manner.

Louisvitze, Ky., Aug. W.— The Cow 
rierJournal’s special from Nicholasville 
gives the foliowing account of a rather 
startling episode in the trial of James 
II. Arnold for the murder of his broth- 
emn-aw, the Hon. Robert Little, which was 
concluded at that place to-day: 

Ata little after 4 o’clock Mr. C. J. Brons- 
ton, the Commonwealth’s Attorney, rose to 
close the argument of the prosecution and re- 
view the facts in the case, and lay before the 
jury the law and the facts bereft of the orna- 
mentation in which skiliful counsel had 
clethed them. At the outset he explained 
that ne was simply discharging his duty; 
that he represented the prisoner as much as 
the Commonwealth. and that he intended to 

discharge that duty honestly and fearlesly. 
Pausing for amoment, he said, in measured 
accents:

„Gentlemen of the jury, you do not know 
as well as I do the diflicuties with which I 
must contend, 

NOR THE DANGER I AM IN, 
but, so help me God, I will try to discharge 
my obligation to myself, to the Common- 
wealth, and to my oath by doing my duty as 
an honest man.” 

He then proceeded to reply to the salient 
points in the speech of Senator Voorhees, 
and made what all who heard it pronounced 
an incisive, steel-cold, able argument. 

He had just concluded his enumeration of 
the wounds in Little’s fragile body, and had 
dropped from his hand the overcoat with the 
aid of which he had shown the jury how the 
fatal deed was accomplished, when Senator 
Voorhees, Uol. Bradley, and Col. Thompson, 
counsel for the defense, who had retired 
after the speech of the Senator, reéntered 
the room and took their seats within the bar. 
In that moment Mr. Bronston, who had 
elected to call things by their English names, 
spoke in‘ vigorous language of the forgery 
which Little had denounced to Arnold’s 
face. Q the words of Little, he ex- 
claimed: | 

“It is a forgery!” 

Senator Voorhees arose from his seat and 
iaterrupted, saying: 

“May it please the Court, no such testi- 
ame as that has been introduced in this case, 
DENOUNCE THE STATEMENT AS UNTRUE.” 
There had been, God knows, plenty of ex- 
citement in that densely-crowded honse all 
day. There were men there who believed 
Arnold ought to hang, and others who be- 
lieved he ought to be acquitted; men with 
convictions born of personal feeling, rather 
than the mature result of a careful weighing 
of the testimony. Such men were the com- 
bustible material which only needed a spark 
to set fire to and become a blazing, rietous 
mob. This spark was, unintentionally, no 
doubt, furnished by Senator Voorhees. Thinks 

ing that our civilization was not on trial, bt 
was assured and based upon the bowing of 
heads to the imperial mandates of the law 
peacefully administered, he fired up at what 
he thought was an overwrought statement 
by the Prosecuting Attorney, and denounced 
it as untrue. ü 

THERE WAS A BUZZ OF EXCITEMENT, 
and men’s voices began to hum. Mr. Brons> 
ton, turning to the Senator, said, earnestly 
and emphatically, that “there was such evi- 
dence, and his statement was true.“ The 
buzz of voices became louder, and women’s 
faces began to pale.

DEATH OF CHIEF OURAY.

WaAsuHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 28.—The Interi- 
or Department late this afternoon received a 
dispatch stating that Ouray, Chief of the Ute 
Nation, is dead. One of the leading officials 
of the Department immediately said: “In 
Ouray’s death the United States has losta 
valuable ally, and Colorado a good citi- 
zen. His death will greatly embarrass 
the Government in the negotiations of the 
Ute treaty.” It is understood here that none 
of the Chiefs have as yet signed the treaty. 

Los Pixos Agency, Colo., Aug. 2%, via 
LAKE Crry, Colo., Ang. 28.—An Indian ar- 
rived last night from Southern Agency with 
a communication from Dr. Lacy to the effect 
that Ouray’s case is a hopeless one; that he 
is unconscious, and has net recognized him 
since his arrival. A consultation of three 
physicians has so decided, and report that 
the public may expect to hear of his death at 
any moment. Chepeta, his wife, is with him. 
The Uncompahgre Utes are almost in a panic 
at the very thought of his demise, and the 
bands are already discuss! his probable 
successor from among the various candidates 
who are crowding to the front.

A CHAPTER OF ACCIDENTS.

About 6 o’cloek the third chapter in the 
ghastly historfof the day’s accidents was 
completed by fatal injuries reeeived by 
Frank MeCormick, a young man employed 
as switebman for the Lake Shore Company. 
He was engaged in making a coupling be- 
tween two cars, and one of them backing to- 
wards him, caught his foot in the break-beam 
and threw him down. The wheels of the car 
then ran over one of his legs just above the 
ankle, and another at the thigh, from the 
effects of which he died in less than an hour. 
Judging from the appearance of the man’s shoe 
the theory of some railroad men is that his 
foot had been caught in a frog. McCormick 
was about 27 years old and unmarried, board-

The Tragedy Occurs in a Disgust- 
ing Dive in “Cheyenne.” 


Bad Whisky and a Depraved Woman 
the Cause. ; 


Richard, alias Dick, Bross, a negro well known 
in that portion of the city known as Cheyenne, 
was shot at 9 o’clock last night by a drunken 
sailor named Joha Orr. The bullet lodged in the 
right breast, producing a wound which proved 
fatal in a short time. The affray took place in 
the basement of a frame rookery at No. 394 
Clark street, owned by a Mr. Norton, and 
oceupied on the first floor by Ben Weil, 
a saloonkeeper, and the remainder of the 
building is given up to negroes and low whites. 
The basement defies all description. Descending 
a rickety flight of steps from the sidewalk, one 
nearly falls over some rubbish at the bottom 
into a hallway about three feet wide and nearly 
seventy-five feet long. The apartments occu- 
pied by the miserables to be found there are 
reached by little doorways opening upon this 
walk, and the hall ends in the apartments 
of the main lessee, a big negro named 
Tom Jones. Adjoining his room is a hovel 
occupied by Ann Newman, a scraggy white, and 
her negro husband. Midway in the hall is a 
small opening ig the wall of the building, and 
through this fresh air is supposed to be ad- 
mitted. A pail of vegetable refuse, which 
stands in a pool of corruption in front of the 
premises, is repeated all throughout the tene- 
ment.

Afterwards he told Orrof what 
Bross was going todo with him, and went out 
ana drank with him in various places.

A HIDEOUS CRIME 
During the past week there have been two 
arrests in this city for the commission of one 


the slaughter of the mother. In the one case 
the aceused is an old offender, who has been 
arrested several times upon a similar charge 
and was once convicted. He is a profes- 
In the other case the evi- 


scrupulous, and callous practitioner, with 


| previous experience in this worse than brutal 


pursuit. The two cases, coming so closely 
together and indicating the prevalence of a 
crime that thrives largely upon condonation, 
should excite a degree of public indignation 
that shall spur justice to extraordinary vigi- 
lance and merciless prosecution. 

There is a moral and a utilitarian way of 
looking at the erime of abortion. In the 
former view, there is no extenuation for the 
crime, even in those cases where the desired 
result is accomplished without publicity and 
without outward signs of injury to the liv- 
ing. Unfortunately it is almost impossible 
to trace the crime in such cases to its respon- 
sible source. The woman who submits is 
then an accomplice instead of a victim, and 
rarely reveals an act that would implicate 
herself criminally along with others. The 
utilitarian View of the crime requires, there- 
fore, the most condign punishment in every 
case which comes before the authorities by 
reason of fatal result to the guilty mother. 
The woman in such case naturally 
and properly becomes an object of pity, no 
matter how large a share of responsibility 
she had for the commission of the crime; 
she has paid the severest penalty for her 
wrong-doing, and the only way in which 
law can sustain morals and give the living 
the protection it purports to give is to visit 
the penalty of murder upon those who have 
assisted in the fatal work. So long as pas- 
sion shall betray women into illicit relations 
with men, so long as credulity shall make 
victims of others, and so long as greed or 
vanity shall tempt others still, there will be 
those who seek or submit to abortion in or- 
der to escape shame or trouble. The law, to 
be efficient, must hold their accomplices 
guilty of the most heinous crime, and punish 
it with a severity more relentless than is 
shown to any other class of murder. 

Some years since a sensational newspaper 
in this city, which is inclined to pander to 
depraved tastes, published an article pur- 
porting to expose the professional abortion- 
ists. The list included a dozen or twenty 
quacks, more or less known as such, and we 
believe no libel-suits ever came of the publi- 
cation. The inference is that the practition- 
ers thus exposed feared to bring their repu- 
tations into court. It Is pretty certain that 
every large city contains a large number of 
persons, calling themselves doctors or mid- 
wives, who undertake the crime of abortion 
for almost any fee that may be offered them,

There is reason to believe that some other 
influence besides public indifference to the 
practice of abortion operates to condone the 
crime. The execution of the law-is not 
in the hands of the public, but of the offi- 
cers, the Judges, and the agents of the pub- 
lie. These persons should not require a con- 
stant scourge to keep them in the line of 
their duty, and they need fear no protest 
nor restraint, but may expect the reward of 
public gratitude, if they prosecute every

The law itself may be made a 
power in the way of suppressing the practice 
of abortion if it bestrictly enforced. We quote 
the most important section concerning this 
particular crime: 

Whoever, by means of any instrument, medi- 
cine, drug, or other means w , Causes any 
woman, pregnant with child, to abort or mis- 
carry, or attempts to procure or produce an 
abortion or miscarriage, unless the same were 
done as necessary for the preservation of the 
mother’s life, shall be imp ned inthe Peni- 
tentiary not less than one year nor more than 
ten years; or if tw death of the mother results 

therejrom, the person procuring or causing the 

abortion or miscarriage shall be guilty of murder. 

How indifferently this law is enforced is 

evident from the. results of trials in which 

criminal abortion has been clearly proved.

MASTODON OR ELEPHANT? 
Is the Fowler street mastodon a mastodon, 
or ls he an elephant? This is the problem 
which now confronts the savants of the 


Academy of Sciences. Humiliating as it 


may be, Chicago looks to them to do their 
duty in the premises, and if the mastodon is 
not a mastodon, but an elephant pure and 
simple, she will expect them to come up like 
men and acknowledge it, and not palm off an 
ordinary beast, which is a standard article in 
the market, for the antediluvian monster 
which cannot be put upon the market, as 
there is now no known process for its manu- 
facture. 

In deciding this question, the Academy of 
Sciences must take into consideration the 
statement of the old citizen, whose veracity 
must be accepted until it is satisfactorily 
shown he cannot be believed, that he re- 
members thirty vears ago a circus passed 
along Fowler street, and that the elephant 
got mired, and was left there to perish by the 
proprietors, who were not so Inhuman as 
might at first seem. As circus companies do 


not carry life-saving apparatus, and as the 


elephant, by reason of his great weight and 
the unusual force of his gravity, would rap- 
idiy descend through the soft. unctuous, and 
treacherous subsoil to the liquid depths be- 
low, it stands to reason that he could not 
have been saved, and that, however painful 
the sight may have been to the camel and the 
giraffe, the giant and the skeleton, the queen 
of the arena and the peerless bare- 
backed beauty of the ring, the lem- 
onade peddler and the clown, and all 
the other friends of the deceased, 
as they saw him wave a plaintive but de- 
spairing farewell with his rapidly disappear- 
ing trunk, which fate had checked for the 
end of his underground route, they were 
absolutely powerless to save him. Had it 
been the small monkey, the human caunon- 
ball, oreven the sacred bull of the Ganges, 
something might have been done, but the un- 
fortunate wretch who should have tried to 
stay the descent of that prodigious mass of 
flesh would inevitably have gone down un- 
derneath the elephant, and thus our aeade- 
my & savants would have been more than 
ever distracted with the discovery that man 
existed even before the mastoden, and irrey- 
erent scientists world at once have over- 
thrown the whole Mosaic narrative of the 
Creation, 

It will be useless for the cavilers to say 
that the date assigned by the old citizen is 
too remote for circuses. Thirty years ago is 
only 1850. In that year Chicago had the 
opera, and before that time Charlotte Cush- 
man, Edwin Forrest, the elder Jefferson, and 
other great actors had been here. Innumer- 
able, concerts had been given, and church 
choirs were squabbling, and there had been 
many exhibitions of fine arts. Now,in the 
development of civilization it is a univer- 
sally conceded fact that the circus is the 
pioneer. It always precedes the theatre, the 
opera, and the art displays, and may be 


called the foundation principle of popular | 


esthetics which kindles the first aspiration for 
amusementin the youthful breast, inciteseven 
the smallest impecunious boy to the flagrant 
crime of erawling under the canvas at op- 
portune moments, and heralds the advent of 
higher forms of diversion. Having estab- 
lished this fact, we now clinch it with the 
declaration that the files of Tuk CIcAGdO 
TRIBUNE for 1850 show that a circus came here 
that year all the way from La Salle via canal, 
and that the citizens were very much distressed 
because the show was delayed en route by 
a break in the canal. There having been a 
circus here that year, it follows, as night fol- 
lows the day, that there was an elephant here, 
because there never was acircus from the 
time that Noah started on his tour down 
to the own and only greatest on earth that 
did not have an elephant. A circus without 
an elephant would be a delusion that would 
not be tolerated in any community, least of 
all in a community like Chicago, where eir- 
cuses have always found a hospitable wel- 
comeand remunerative patronage. 


We have now, as we think, satisfactorily 
demonstrated that there was a circts here 
thirty years ago, with an elephant. Was he 
mired? If we can show that he could have 
been mired, then there is nothing abrupt in 
the decision that he must have been 
mired. Even later than 1850, and in 
the memory of the present writer, 
there were numerous localities in Chi- 
cago, even in its thickly settled portions, 
where there was no bottom. It was the 
habit of the City Government at that time, 
which had more pride in its streets than the 
present Administration, to warn strangers of 
their perilous condition by planting signs 
with the legend, No bottom here.” It was 
not necessary to notify citizens. Even Lisle 
Smith, Dr. Egan, Judge Meeker, or Bob 
Blackwell, coming home from roystering 
times at the Tremont on the darkest nights, 
eould steer clear of them, but newcomers 
from the East were often caught in them be- 
fore these signs were placed, and it was no 
uncommon thing for people who were 
out early in the morning to find 
the surface of a streét dotted with strangers, 
some up to their, Knees, some upto their 
waists, some up to their necks, and in some 
cases only their hats visible, but all stuck as 
immovably as if they were in a huge vise. 
Those who tried t cross in wagons usually 
went out of sight in the twinkling of an eye, 


d Lo Search Was made for them, but those 


accounted for when one considers the prin- 
ciple of munieipal accretion and the gradual 
but sure ascent of grades since 1850, when 
the old citizen’s elephant was mired. The 
real classification of strata between the pres- 
ent pavement and the original soil of 1850 is 
nearly as follows: 

Present pavement, one foot. 

Dobris of the fire, four feet. ; 

Tin-cans, old hata, hoop-skirta, etc., one foot. 

Old pavements, four feet. . 

Municipal fillings and refuse of the neighbor - 
hood, two feet. 

Nature's swales and accretions, one foot. 

Which makes a total of thirteen feet, and 
brings us directly to the restinz-place of the 
supposititious mastodon, or more probably the 
elephant that belonged te the circus, coming 
intothe city via the West Side, as circuses 
always came in those days. 

We throw out these hints as matters for 
consideration by the Academy. As there is 
no money in the City Treasury with whieh 
to continue the excavation, the Academy 
should prosecute the work from its private 
funds. It it proves to be ay elephant they 
should manfully acknowledge it. If it be a 
mastodon, then they must show how 4 mas- 
toden happened to be on Fawler street about 
the time it was laid out and was contempo- 
raneous with the Administration of Mayor 
Curtiss.

Monday the first satel- 
lite will begin a transit, and will pass off at 4:59 
a.m.

Tuesday the first will 
begin a transit of the planet. which will end at 
11:25 p.m. At 7:56 p. m. Friday the third sat- 
ellite will reappear from eclipse, will pass be- 
hind the planet at 8:57 p. m., and re- 
appear from occultation at 11:06 p.

The fourth satellite 
willalso be near his greatest western elonga- 
tion Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday even- 
ings,—far enough from the pianect to be seen 
with the naked eye. It may be interesting to 
many tolook for these objects. They may be 
readily picked up by first looking at Jupiter 
past the edge of a board, or the projecting” 
cornice on the southwest corner of a building, 
and then move the head to the left just far 
enough to shut out the view of the planet him- 
self. The fourth satellite certainly, and prob- 
ably the third, will then be easily recognized, 
and once seen may be kept in view in com peti- 
tion with the glare of the planet. Both are 
large enough to be easily seen but for the in- 
tense brightness of their principal. ‘The 
later in the evening the better will be 
the chances of success in jooking for them. 
It has been said that not more than three or four 
persons ever saw a satellite of Jupiter with the 
unaided eye. The third as well as the fourth is 
not difficult when the position is favorable and 
the person knows how to look for the object. A 
postal-card from those who succeed in seeing 
one or both this week will be welcome to the 
astronomical department of Tux Tripune. The 
bright spot of Jupiter will be turned directly 
towards us at about the following times during 
this week: Monday at 12:04 p. m.; Thursday 
at 1:42 a. m.; Saturday at 3:20 a. m., and at 11:10 
p. m. 

Saturn will rise Wednesday at 8:31 p. m.: and 
south Thursday at 3:02 a. m., or 30 minutes after 
Jupiter. His apparent equatorial diameter is 
only 18.1 seconds, or four-tenths that of Jupiter; 
but his ring system presents a greatest diameter 
of 43.2 seconds, with a least diameter of 11.5 
seconds. The earth is now 15% degrees south 
from the plane of the rings, giving a very 
favorable opportunity for studying them 
through the telescope.

FINANCIAL. 

Stocks moved downward steadily from the 
start. There were in some cases gains of % and 
M on opening quotations, but for most of the list 
the first price was the highest.

The bank 
statement was much more favorable than had 
been expected, and the decline cannot be at- 
tributed to any trouble about money.

City and country 
buyers were ordering freely of staple and side 
goods, and the market hada firm and healthy 
tone. Boots and shoes were in small demand. 
Millinery and straw goods were fairly active. 
There wasa liberal movement in butter and 
cheese at sustained prices. Dried fruits met 
with only a restricted inquiry, and prices fa- 
vored the buyer. The bagging market was more 
quiet and easier. Stark A was quoted at Be 
and American at 0. Oils were active and firm. 
Pig-iron and coal were quoted as before. 

At the lumber-yards trade continues active at 
the lately advanced prices. The cargo offerings 
were small. Seeds were steady, timothy closing 
stronger under an active demand. Hay was in 
fair request at former prices. The receipts were 
moderate, and local buyers were tak- 
ing hold. Shippers are also beginning 
to buy i for the Eastern markets. 
Poultry was steady, and not very plenty, the 
receipts having been small for a few days past. 
Green fruits were fairly active at lower prices. 
The offerings were heavy, and the market was 
giutted with peaches, which receivers were try- 
ing hard to sell, as but little of the fruit was 
hard enough to hold over. 

Lake freights were active and steady at 5c for 
wheat and 4c for corn to Buffalo, and 86 for 
corn to Kingston. About thirteen vessels were 
taken for 230,000 bu wheat and 685,000 bu corn. 

We referred in Saturday's TRIBUNE toa case 
decided by the Arbitration Committee of the 
Board of Trade. It is only fair to both parties 
to say that it was an agreed case. Both parties 
were anxious to know how the sense of the 
Board stands on the matter. The firm to which 
the wheat was tendered was abundantly able 
to check for the amount required, and simply 
abstained from doing so in order to test the 
matter for the benefit of the trade. 

A gentleman who has just returned from a 
tour through Bureau, Marshall, La Salle, and 
Putnam Counties, in this State, reports that the 
prospects of the corn crop are maguificent in 
each of these counties. 

Parties who have traveled out West report 
that wheat thrashing is progressing with un- 
usual slowness in many sections. It is said by 
some that the wheat is being held back now as a 
result of the experience of last year. Thefarm- 
ers who held off till October, 1879, realized a good 
deal more money than did those who sold in 
August and September, and they do not forget 
it, especially as prices are now low. 


PROVISIONS. 

HOG PRODUCTS—Were less active, and averaged 
easier in sympathy with lower prices for hogs at the 
Stock-Yards. Liverpool was irregular, quoting lard

Feeing the Waiter. 

A Parisian journal, La Presse, protests against 
the pourboire system. It says: Had pour- 
boires been known in the time of the Pharaohs 
they would certainly have béen reckoned among 
the plaguesof Egypt. it is nowadays impos- 
sibie to go anywhere, to take the slightest re- 
freshment, liquid or solid, without being obliged 
to ‘tip’ the garcon, who, in reality, does not protit 
one whit by our generosity. In most cafés and 
restaurants these pourboires form an additional 
source of revenue for the proprietor, who not 
only does not his waiters, but even levies 
biack-mail on the gratuities they receive. This 
is not all, however. In a well-known café, not a 
hundred miles from the Place de Opéra, the 
owner, finding that his garcons made too much 
by their n= 3 resolved on shari them with 
the latter. is plan is said to be follows: Every 
morning the g us severally purchase a cer- 
tain number of jetons at different prices, and 
with them pay beforehand for the refreshments 
ordered by the customers. The ingenious patron 
in question has hit, we hear, un the idea of mak- 
ing his waiters pay bim with the jetons; or 
counters, at the rate of 55 centimes for every 50 
centimes’ worth ordered by the customer. In 
this way, if the latter refrains from giving more 
than the traditional two sous, the gurcon gets 
only one sou for himself, and if no pourboire is 
bestowed he bas to give his master one sou out 
his own pocket. If this plan is generally adopt- 
ed by restaurant-keepers, it is very easy to un- 
derstand why the garcons occasionally make 
mistakes in the customers’ change.”

THE LOSS OF THE TOW BARGE SAGINAW. 

Yesterday evening a telegram was received by 
J. M. Jones from Capt. Henry Daggett, master 
and owner of the tug Alanson Sumner, at Ash- 
tabula, saying that duri the storm on Lake 
Erie the barge Saginaw, of his tow, broke away 
near Port Stanley Wednesday night, and to 
notify the owners. On arrival of the schooner 
A. J. Dewey about noon, Capt. William Vincent 
informed a reporter of the Free Press that 
Thursday at 8 o'clock p. m. he saw a brignt light 
as of a burning boat, and be immediately steered 
for her. When about fifteen miles south by east 
from Round Eau he came near a barge water- 
logged and her deck-load of lumber was burn- 
ing. He stood in till about eighty feet from the 
barge to ascertain if any of the crew were on 
board. Seeing no one hé came on to troit. 
He had heard that the H. M. Scove had picked 
up a wrecked crew and that she was in tow of 
the tug Stranger. On the arrival of the Stranger 
the facts were related by the crew sub- 
stantially as given above, but without any 
allusion’ to the fire, which may have caught 
from a smoldering torch after the 
crew had left. The Saginaw was a lumber tow 
barge of 310 tons, about 450,000 capacity, built in 
1866 at Cass River. She was owned A Detroit 
by Messrs. Hudson & Brown. The crew of the 
Saginaw congfsted of Capt. J. A. Bunting; Mate, 
George Pouteroy; steward, A. J. Condo; seamen 
Michael Connor, John Williams, and Joseph 
(a Frenchman), allof whom desire to give their 
thanks to the officers and crewsof the tu 
Stranger and the schooner Scove for their kin 
and brotherly attentions.—Detroit Free Press.

THE RAILROADS. 


EAST-BOUND FREIGHT MOVEMENT. 

There has been a slight improvement in 
east-bound freight shipments during the past 
week, but not enough to indicate any de- 
cided change for the better. The shipments 
for the week ending Aug. 28 were 32,850 tons, 
against 29,431 tons the week previous. The 
total shipments for the corresponding week 
last year were 33,808 tons. But this time last 
year business was considered very dull, and 
the boom had not set in. Since thea re 
has been great prosperity all over the coun- 
try, and a general improvement in rail busi- 
ness. Atthis time last year the roads from 
Peoria, Indianapolis, etc., were doing but 
little business, but now those roads are en- 
joying an immense traffic, more than 
twice as much as last —— Yet the Chicago 
roads are doing a smaller business than they 
were a yearago. This shows that the forma- 
tion of the east-bould pool has had the effect 
of diverting business from Chicago and fore- 
ing it on the southwestern lines running east 
from Peoria, St. Louis, Indianapolis, ete. 
‘There can be no doubt that, if it had not 
been for the fact that the Chicago lines are 
doing So small a Dusiness at present, an ad- 
vance in east-bound freight rates would have 
been decided at the late meeting of the High- 
Joints. Asit was, it was thought best to 
continue the old rates fora while longer, so 
as to not still further reduce the business of 
the Kastern lines from this city.

2en held, and instead of his being put into the 
street by the police authorities be should have 
been held until the Health Officers could have 
gotten hold of him. In the case of Kane there 
is not so much to complain of, but the Doctor is 
very uncomfortable over the fact that be walked 
froin the stable to his office, coming in contact 
with many individuals, and very probably 
spreading the disease. He will take every 
precaution, however, to protect the pub- 
lic, and so far as the city’s cases are 
concerned be has no fears; but he is fearful for 
the Town of Lake, and the spread of the malady 
from that point, especially since the authorities 
there are giving the disease so little attention. 
He thinks that they should establish « hospital 
at once, empluy physicians, etc., and that if they 
do not take some such steps the worst is to come, 
because the disease is entirely beyond control in 
its present shape.

The relations which Thomas Paine held to the 
French Revolution of 1789 do not appear to have 
aver been very widely treated upon in all chat 
has been written and said of that remarkable 
man. It is not the purpose of the present paper 
to touch upon the controversy in regard to his 
i ebaracter and habits, bis writings, and 

his alleged want of religious belief, which has to 
some extent agitated public opinion for three- 
quarters of a century. Setting aside all the 
heated discussion in relation to him, both in 
England and in our country, it is simply pro- 
posed to review his career in France in the 
midst of th® most stupendous events ever 
set down in the annals of any nation. A 
somewhat extended study of the French Revo- 
jution, during the extraordinary period in which 

Paine was so intimately connected with it, fails 
to show anything to the prejudice of his person- 
al or political character, but, on the other hand. 
u reveals many things 

„ BMINENTLY CREDITABLE TO HIM. 

Paine was in Parts in the earlier days of the 
Revolution and at the time of the flight of Louis 
XVI. and bls family, and when they were 
brought back to that revolutionary city. He 
was soon beard of as a member of a little socl- 
ety, which took the name of “Société Répub- 
licalne,” and which was composed of only five 
members. Three of them, including Paine, aft- 
erward became members of the Nutional Con- 
vention, 

Taking the ground that the flight of the 
King Should de deemed an “abdication,” 
this Society was formed for the purpose of 
opposing the reéstablishment of Louis XVI., 
“not only in reason of the faults which were 
personal to him, but for the purpose of over- 

- turning entirely the monarchical system and es- 
tablishing the republican system and equal rep- 
. resentation.” 

As the organ of this Society and in elabora- 
tion of its views, Paine drew up in English a 
tu ement to be on the walls of Paris. 
It was translated into French, and, as the law 
required that all handbillg should be signed by a 
citwen before they were ted, Achille Ducha- 
telet, member ot the Society, and afterward a 
Lieutenant-General of the armies of the French 
Republic, afixed bis name thereto. The ap-

rect, and it is not generally known that the 
names of Other Americans were included in the 
same decree which conferred the title of French 
citizen on Thomas Paine. 

It was on Sunday, the th of August (1792), 
and when the Legislative Assembly was in per- 
manent sitting, and sixteen days after the shock- 
ing events of the “Tenth of August,” that 
Guadet, a Deputy from the Department of the 
Gironde, proposed, in the name of the Com- 
mission Extraordinaire,” that the Assembly 
adopt unanimously 

SBE FOLLOWING PREAMBLE AND DECREE: 

“The National Assembly, considering that the 
men who, by their writings and their courage, 
have served the cause of liberty and prepared 
the enfranchisement of the people, cannot be 
regarded as etrangers by a nation rendered free 
by its intelligence and courage: 

“Considering that, if five years’ residence in 
France is sufficient to confer upon a stranger 
the title of French citizen, this title is more 
justly due to those who, in whatever land the 
may inhabit. have consecrated their arms — 
energies to the defense of the cause of the peo- 
pie against the despotism of Kings, to banish 
the prejudices of the earth, and to advance the 
limits of human knowledge. 

* Conside gig that, as it is hoped that men one 
day will f.“.n before the law, as before nature, 
but one family, one association, the friends of 
liberty and of that universal fraternity which 
should not be the less deur to a nation that has 
proclaimed its renunciation of all conquests and 
its desire to fraternize with ali peoples: 

Considering. therefore, that at the moment 
when a National Convention is about to fix the 
destinies of France and prepare, perhaps, those 
of the human race, it belongs to a generous and 
free people to call to it all the intelligences, and 
to allow them the right to concurin this grand 
act of the reason of mankind, who, by their sen- 
timents, writings, and their courage, have shown 
themselves so eminently worthy: 

“ Decree, That the title of French citizen be 
conferred on Priestly, Paine, Bentham, Wilber- 
force, Clarkson, MclIntosh,.

Clootz was tried by the 
evolutionary Tribunal, jointly with nine- 
teen others known us the Hebertistes; he 
is described as: “Jean Baptiste Ciootz, 
called Anacharsis, aged 38 years, born at 
Ciéves, Belgium; living in France since 11 
years. domiciled at Paris, rue Ménars, 153; be- 
fore the Kevolution a man of letters, and subse- 
quently a member of the Convention. All the 
devotion which Clootz had sbown for France 
availed him nothing before the Revolutionary 
Tribunal. but it was rather to bis prejudice. 
Renaudin, one of the jury. said to him: 

“ Your system of a universal Republic was a 
profoundly meditated perfidy, and gave a pre- 
text for a conlitiou of crowned heads against 
France.” Clootz quietly answered that the uai- 
versal Republic was in the natural system; that 
he bad spoken, as the Abbé de St. Pierre, of 
universal peace; that they certainly could 
net suspect bim of being a partisaa of 
Kings, and that it would certainly be 
very extraordinary that a man who 
had been burned at Rome, hung at 
London and broken on the wheel at Vienna 
should be guillotined at Paris.

with his associates, the Hébertistes, and with 
many others,. accused of the lowest crimes, on 
the 24th of March, 1784. The“ orator of the hu- 
man race’’ marched to his destiny with the cour- 
age of a philosopher and aswile upon bis ite.

“President of the National Assembly.“ 

HERAULT DE SECHELLES, 
the writer of the foregoing letter. was a marked 
man in the French Kevolution, making bis en- 
trance into public life as a member of the Leg- 
islative (or National) Assembly from the Depart- 
ment of the Seine et Oise, and becoming Presi- 
dent of it toward its close. A friend of Danton, 
he allied himself to the party of the Montagne, 
and became one of its most prominent mem- 
bers, though as far separated from it as a man 
weil could be by birth, education, and associa- 
tion in lite. 

Rich, superb, of elegant manners and person, 
they called him the beau Séchelles. Intelligent, 
highly educated ana eloquent, he placed him- 
seif at the service of the popular cause in the 
early days of the Revolution. In the midst of 
the Jacobins be presented the type of the Grand 
Seigneur, and lived en garcgon.in luxury and el- 
egance at No. 16 rue Basse-du-Kampart. a well- 
kuown street in Paris at the present day. In 
bim the gentieman always appeared under the 
democrat, and it was said at the time that 
Herault proved that ocrats"" were 
not strangers to personal accomplishments 
and 2 manners. He was Pres- 
dent of the Convention duri the events 
of the 3ist of May and 2d of June, 
and when Henriot, at the head of bis troops, 
threatened the Convention in the name of the 
insurgent people, and demanded the arrest of 
the prior Girondins.

Behind the shutters, haif-closed, could be seen 
a beautiful woman who sent to the condemned 
a last adieu and waved a last sigh of tenderness 
to the dying man: Je t'aime (I love thee). It 
was a beautiful day of the spring-time, and the 
crowd that had assembied to witness the execu- 
tion of Danton, the great apostie of the Revolu- 
tion. and some of his assuciates was enormods. 
The splendid figure of Hérault de Séchelles 
seemed to take new life, and the serenity of 
courage replaced the inquietude and sadness 
which had settled upon him. The first one to 
mount the scaffold, he showed himself 
CALM, RESOLUTE, AND UNMOVED. 

As de was about to tay dis head 
under the knife, he wished to present his 
cheek to the cheek of Danton, as a last fare- 
well. The aids of Sanson, the executioner, 
prevented it. “Imbeciles!” indignantly ex- 
claimed Danton, “it will be but a moment be- 
oe our heads will meetin the basket, in spite 
of you.” 

he Legislative Assembly, having proved it- 
self utterly incompetent and powerless to direct 
the desiinies of France, then in convulsive 
throes of revolution, practically abdicated by 
calling a convention, the members of which 
were to be immediately elected by all the de- 
partments. This was the National Convention. 
composed of some of the ablest, the most dis- 
tinguished, the most patriotic, as well as many 
of the worst men in France. This Convention, 
seizing all the powers of Government,—execu- 
tive, legislative, and judicial—sublime in 
its aspirations, it was at once terri- 
ble and sanguinary, heroic and cruel. 
It held its empire over Frauce _ for 
three years one month and five days by terror 
and force, unchaining all the worst pussions of 
mankind. Never was there a legislative or con- 
stituent body which displayed such stupendous 
energywor performed sucn immense labor. It 
depopulated France, and left in its pathway 
anarchy, misery, and social disorgunization. In 
the delirium of its passions, it stamped itself 
on the history of the world not only by its 
crimes, but by its great acts of legislation, which 
will live as long as France shall endure. 

Thomas Paine was a member of this Conven- 
tion. His popularity in France at this time is 
shown by the fact that he was 

CHOSEN A MEMBER OF THE CONVENTION 
by three departments,--the Pas de Calais, the 
Oise, and the Seine et Oise. He chose to sit for 
the Pas de Calais. 

He was in Engiand at the time of his election. 
Achille Audibert, of Calais, was deputed to go 
to Engiand and escort him to France. It seems 
to have proved a somewhat bazardous advent- 
ure, for at a later period, in a letter to a mem- 
ber of the Committee of Public Safety, in rela- 
tion to Paine, be ~he “hardly escaped be- 
coming a victim of the English Government, 
with whom Paine was openly at war.” The 
Moniteur of the 23d September, 178), refers to 
this matter as follows: 

“The celebrated Thomas Paine, author of 
‘Common Sense,’ and of a refutation of Mr. 
Burke, entitled Tue Rights of Man,’ had be- 
lieved it his duty to take precautions for his 
personal safety in coming into France, 


where he had been called by tne Nation- 


al Convention. He had come by HKochester. 
Sandwich, and Deal; arrived at Dover, after 
having been put to the inconvenience of making 
that circuit, he had suffered much from the im- 
pertinence of a clerk in the Custom- House, who, 
not content with placing his books and papersin 
disorder under pretext of examination, even 
went so far as to tear up his letters. Some paid 
wretches insulted bim grossly in presence of M. 
Audibert, of Calais, and M. Frost. Probably M. 
Paine has been recompensed for all these in- 
sults by the brilliant reception which he received 
upon bis arrivai on Freneb Sn.“

ngton in 1877, in its volume of“ Foreign Rela- 
tions.” Tue letter was da * Paris, May 6 
(second avons ot the Repwhblic)” that isto say, 
1793. It is too long for this article. but its full 
text will ever be read with interest by the 
student of history. The date of the letter is but 
little more than three weeks prior to the events 
of the 3ist of May (1798), one Of the most damn- 
ing epochs of the Revolution. when the Conven- 
tion, under the guns of Heovroilt, and surrounded 
by the mob of Paris, muti its representa- 
tion. decreed the arrest, the forerunner of the 
guillotine, of the “Twenty-two Deputies” of 
the Gironde. 

When Paine wrote his letter, with prophetic 
vision he beheld before him the yawning chasm 
which was soon to engulf France. Oppressed by

THE TRIAL OF LOUIS XVI. 
commenced before the Nauonal Convention on 
the 26th day of December, 1792. itis in the 

rogress of this trial that the name of Thomas 
Paine first appears. On the motion of Couthon 
it was decreed that the discussion upon the trial 
be continued. to the exclusion of all other busi- 
ness, until judgment should be pronounged. It 
was not until the 18th of the following month, 
Jaouary, 1793. that Paine wasabie to obtain at- 
tention, and then only by filing an opinion. “sur 
l’affaire de Louis Capet,”’ with the President of 
the Convention. Paine says he could not get the 
floor, as sO many were inseribed for speeches 
that the debate was closed before his turn came. 

The first sentences of ‘this “opinion” of 
Thomas Paine illustrate its character: 

“My contempt and batred for monarcbical 
government are sufficiently known. My com- 

assion for the unfortunate, friends or enemies, 

s equally profound.” 

He alludes to the position he had taken 
in the address of the “Société Républic- 
aine,” heretofore alluded to, that Louis 
XVI.. by his flight from Parts, had abdicated the 
throne, and censures the Government for re- 
establishing him in the power which his evasion 
bad suspended. He comes, be says, to recall 
to the nation the error of that unfortunate day, 
of that fatal error of not having rejected Louis 
XVI. from its bosom, and to plead in favor of 
bis banishment 
IN PREFERENCE TO THE PUNISHMENT OF DEATH.” 
He continues: 

As to myself. I avow it frankly, when I think 
of the strange folly of replacing him at the head 
of the nation, all covered as he was with per- 
juries, | am embarrassed to know which I ought 
to despise the most, the Constituent Assembly, 
or the individual, Louis Capet. But, all other 
considerations apart, there is in his life onecir- 
cumstance which should cover up or lessen 
a great number of crimes; and that 
same circumstance should furnish the 
French nation the occasion of purging its terri- 
tory of Kings without soiling it with impure 
blood. It is to France entire, I know it, that the 
United States of America owes the help by the 
means of which they have shaken off. by force 
of arms, the unjust and tyrannical domination 
of George the Third. The energy and zeal with 
which it furoished men and money was a natu- 
rai consequence of its thirst for liberty. .|. . 
The United States should, then, be the safeguard 
and asylum of Louis Capet. There, heaceforth, 
finding shelter from the miseries and the crimes 
of Royal life, he will learn by tbe continual as- 
spect of the public prosperity that the veritable 
system of government is not of Kings, but of 
representation.“

Revolted by such a spectacle, he undertook to 
kili himself. The article concluded with a note 
“written ina trembling hand, and which is in 
the hands of a celebrated foreigner ’’—meaning 
Paine. It is as follows: 

I came into France to enjoy liberty, but Ma- 
rat has assasinated it. Anarchy is yet more 
cruel than despotism. I cannot resist the

ility over talent and virtue.“ 
THIS INFURILATED MARAT,

Before the Puritans 
landed, the Cuvalters bad established themselves 
on the more fruitful soil and in the more genial 
climate of Virginia, Butin the great march of 
Empire the Puritan has distanced the Cavalier, 
and from the feeble colony at Plymouth there 
has grown a mighty race, whose homes now 
beautify a broad belt across the continent. De- 
cidedly, Plymouth should be Visited when one 
has the opportunity. 

THE OLD COLONY RAILROAD 


on which one journeys from Boston, once the 


capital of the Colony of Massachusetts Bay, to 
Plymouth, the capital of the old colony of that 
name, runs near enéugh to the ocean to give a 
briny flavor to the atmosphere. One sees alter- 
nately the beauties of hill and dale, of stream

TO THE BUFFALO PRESBYTERY. 
To the Bditor of The Chicago Tribune, 
CATSKILL Mountan 8s, Ang. 23.—The detached 
passages taken from my sermons and embodied 
in the specifications of the charge upon which 1 
was recently tried before the Buffalo Presbyte- 
Ty can hardly be understood out of their con-.

Memory 
is summoned to tell what this body 
of men has done for the Dunkirk 
Assembly in the past. And the conclusion is 
about this: That it has never been our counsel- 
or of trath, never fed and nourished us all these 
years in any such practical way as to make us 
gladly dependent upon it. It knows nothing of 
our needs, and we know nothing of its qualifica- 
tions. It may be conceded that, for the love of 
God and men, it started this Church, and that it 
educated our pastor and formally gave him to 
us. Weunderstand that it exists for the good 
of men rather than to be served by nen, to min- 
ister rather than te be ministered unto. It 
would say to us, “ Obey God, not us. 

But we really chose our own pastor, and we 
choose to have bim speak, and we choose to 
hear. We are satisfied. We have recognized 
the fact that our pastor is somewhat thoughtful 
and independent. He appears to have some 
faith too in God, Well, we are somewhat in- 
clined to think for ourselves also, and trust we 
have some faith. We believe in spiritual prog- 
ress and in growth in knowledge; and to this 
end there must be freedom. Now it 
seems to us that ecclesiasticism, of 
which Presbytery appears to be showing 
herself a part, is acting as a sort of machine, or 
trap. It 2 set to keep down growth, and has its 
hair-triggers out along the borders of authorized 
thought. If one ventures out of the beaten 
track of dictated thinking, and stirs witha di- 
vine sort of freedom, he strikes a set spring, and 
lo! he is encircled with the bars, and stopped 
short. If this is right and legitimate, what 
makes itso? The daysof the machine age num- 
bered. Because, in digging down, we find the 
word Presbyterian” engraved on our corner- 
stone, it cannot mean that we, for all time, shall 
move in some prescribed channel of thought.

and efficient ministry. But we do not lieve 
that merit must be kept under a bushel, nor in 
an ecclesiastical napkin, until the soul that 
possesses it has lost the fire and vigor and 
sincerity of youth. Every man must do his 
work quickly, for the average life of man 
reaches but little beyond the days of youth. 

The great question of the Church is not. What 
can we da by way of furnishing an easy or lu- 
crative office in our ecclesiastical system for a 
set ot perfunctory priests?’’ but it is this: Where 
can we get men who can and will lead the hosts 
of God uptoa purer air and a broader view?” 
The question of age does not and should not oc- 
cupy the mind of the Church, but the question 
of intellectual and spiritual fitness must. It is 
Loo late in the nineteenth century for Methodisin 
to despise merit, and if she detplees her boys 
she will be disloyal to ber splendid traditions. 
No class of ministers are more jealous of the 
honor of Methodism and prouder of her history, 
or more thoroughly consecrated to her future 
prosperily, thau the young men. 

Give the young men of the Church a chance, 
as the world in secular affairs is willing to do. 
It is impossible for the Doctor's philosophy to be 
applied to young men in other professions 
or in other churches. re is no putting 
of the foot down upon a young and 
rising mechanic, lawyer, physician, merchant, 
statesman, or editor, when he is 80 
fortunate as to succeed in makin 
his mark before he is “ in the lean and slippere 
pantaioon.” Perhaps it may yet prove un- 
fortunate that this is possible with the rising 
young men of the Methodist itinerancy. 

As we look back through events we tind that 
God has not asked what a mans age was when 
He wanted to put him into a critical place. He 
has simply asked, “Will he fit?” “The reins 
to him that can bandle them has been the 
language of God in history. e reter the 
youth-curbing divine to the “ booms” which 
such young men as Joseph, Joshua, David, 
Daniel, and St. John received. Why did not 
they step aside for the elders and wait for their 
turn? ay weask the Doctor to defend the 
wisdom of God in permitting His Son to dispute 
with the Rabbis of the Temple whilea “ boy.“ 
and to teach the worid the way of life, and to 
redeem us while yeta young many John said, 
“ Lwrite to you young men because ye are 
strong.” The patois needs strength even if it 
must be supplied by youth, and sad indeed 
would it be to refuse to give a soul a chance un- 
til its natural strength is abated. It may 
relieve the fears of the amiable and 
middle- aged editor of the No Advo- 
cate to remind bim that greatness, strength, and 
usefulness have not always been confined to 
middie age, either in the pulpit or out of it. He 
will no duubt recall the disagreeable fact that 
James Watt had solved the problem of the steam- 
engine before he. was W. Eugland was in a 
furor over the paintings ot Sir Joshua Reynolds 
when he was but 28 years of age. Sir Isaac New- 
ton at % was — attention in the upper 
circles of science. hilip of Maced 
dreaded by the whole world at 2%. 

Alexander had conquered it at . It cannot 
have —— the memory of the learned Dootor 
that 2 1 — the terror of Europe, the 
Ruler of Francefand the hero of those Italian 
campaigns, the most splendid achievements of 
military genius, at 27. Nelson, -the hero of 
Trufalgar. wus weil on in bis career of fame at 
2. Marlborough at 2% received high praise 
from no less renowned a Warrior than Turenne. 
Wellington won his spurs at Assaye before he 
was 35. and for it was honored by the King and 
the Parliament. Every boy knows that La- 
fayette rendéred all his distinguisbed services 
to American Independence before be was 25. / 
Verily in the annals of war young men have 
made their mark, and whenever in our own 
history brave men and true were needed to 
defend our flag from insult and our hearths 
from profanity, the young men have been found 
“in the front. 

But we would remind our excellent Divine 
that youth bas not been t its usefulness 
and triumphs in other realms. No D. D. should 
be ignorant of the fact that Edmund Burke 
answered Bolingbroke, wrote his great essay on 
“The Sublime and Beautiful,” and was courted 
by all the eminent men of his time while yet but 

William Pitt was in Parliament at 2, and 
then the gifted and learned Burke saw fit to 
“boom the boy by exclaiming, It is nota 
chip of the old block; itis the old block him- 
self.” Fox. che most Demostheuian speaker 
since Demosthenes,’ was in Parliament at 19 
and illustrious at 30.

was in Parhament. Gladstone was in Parlia- 
ment at . in the Treasury of Peel's Adminis- 
tration at 28: and then the critical Macaulay did 
not think it dangerous to highly compliment the 
“young Oxonian" in truly classical English. 
Every schoolboy Knows that Alexander Hamil- 
ton had attracted wide attention as a champion 
of Independence betore he was 18. and the 
careful Washington saw fit to rocog- 
nize his great ability dy promoting 
him until finally, by his great genius, “ he 
touched the dead corpse of the public credit, 
and it rose upon its feet.“ Webster's abilities 
were recognized ere he was 30, and Clay was in 
Congress at 20. Patrick He at 19 was one of 
the leading spirits of the Colonies, and was 
recognized as one of the greatest orators of his 
day. It will appear to those who take the pains 
to study into the matter that ail who have 
achieved splendid successes in the field and the 
forum first won recognition for their abilities 
while yet young men. 

But it may be more to the point for us to turn 
to the Church and learn how youth has con- 
ductea itself. The Doctor will remember that 
the three most celebrated Divines in the history 
of the French pulpit were eminent as youn 
men. Massillon and Bourdalon were great at 23, 
and Bossuect was the pride of the French pulpit 
at 30. At the same age Chalmers bad begun the 
most brilliant career in the history of the Scotch 
pulpit, and at 27 McChayne was a bright, par- 
ticular star.“ We cannot persuade ourselves 
that the writer whom we are answering has for- 
gotten the history of Methodism.

popular pulpit-orator in America. et us not 
forget the brilliant youth of Eiliott and Bige- 
low, of Fisk and McClintock, and keep in sacred 
memory the fact that the angelic Summortfield 
bad won his crown of glory in both worlds bo- 
fore he was 27. Did the Church make a mistake 
in permitting her most iliustrious sons to be- 
come great before they were gray? (od has 
baptized many a stripling with power since 
David's time, and the history of the Church is 
jeweied with the splendid deeds of ber “ boys.“

NECESSITY FOR THE DISCUSSION OF LIVING 
QUESTIONS. 


The Rev. Dr. Stevensou, of Montreal, in an ad- 
dress recent) delivered before the Society for 
Religious Inquiry of the University of Vermont, 
says: One great need of an effective church in 
our day is simplicity of organization. Machinery 
is good when one thing only needs to be done, 
and when it is sufficient to do it always in ex- 
actly the same way. Machinery means uni- 
formity. But uniformity, good in its way, bas 
its drawbacks. It teaches men to do, certain 
things and to think in certaip grooves; but what 
becomes of the flexibility of thought and variety 
of adaptation needed in animpatient and mer- 
curial age? Thought is not, perhaps, very pro- 


found among the masses of men; but it is in its 


way very active. The giris in our schools and 
the clerks in our stores are discussing questions 
that used to be reserved for the philosophical 
class-room or the school. The 
monthly magazines and even the daily papers 
are moving the fundamental problems of life 
and destiny. The last utterances of the phil- 
Osopher whose writings are the fashion of the 
hour, or the scientist who ig most successful in 
adapting the speculations of the laboratory to 
the popular ear, are 8288 our young men 
as they play a game at bililards or lounge in the 
park under the shadow of the trees. 

A generation is growing up among wus that 
cares nothing for the questions that have di- 
vided the sects; that is profoundly indifferent 
to Elder, and Bishop, and n, and even to 
the controversy of Calvinist and Arminian. If 
we keep stamping our mipisters and people with 
the regulation aie, and turning them out small 
images of their ancestors, hauuted by the ghosts 
of extinct controversies, we shall do it at the 
cost of losing the ear of the living men and 
women around us. What does a man care about 
the great surplice question, or the great organ 
question, or sume obscure point in the structure 
of a local association ora-conncii of reference, 
when be is 2 to determine whether the 
world is ruled by a blind feree or by a just God, 
or when he stands on the grave of a sweet wife 
or sister, whom he buried yesterday, doubtful 
whether she is living ina better world or has 
disappeared like tne beautiful cloud of the 
morning and gone out into biank nonentity? 
We are asking whether the congregation shail 
go out of the church in silence or be played out 
with a voluntary on the organ; while otber men 
are trying to détermine whether a man is altered 
for the better by believingin God and trusting 
to Christ, or whether, as some say, the poorest, 
meanest, narrowest lives im the world are the 
lives of professing Christians. We arein danger 
of wasting our spiritual y¥ npn matters 
which had interest for other 7. t which no 


one any longer cares for.

UNJUST, NOT TO SAY VILLAINOUS, TAXATION. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Cur1caao, Aug. 28.—Nearly every real-estate 
agent in Chicago has recently received 1 — 
circular from the Department of the Interior 
Census Office, at Washington, asking him to an- 
swer a great many very hard conundrums,” 
some of them like the following—viz.: 
“What per cent in your opinion does the as- 
sessed value of town lots and farming lands 
bear to the true value?” “How do our Asses- 
sors get at the true value, and what percertage 
on the true value do they fix upon as the 
amount of tax?’ The circular also states that 
‘owing to the different constructions placed by 
the Assessors of the several States upon the 
term fair cash value’ .. it will be neces- 
sary In the successful prosecution of this branch 
of inquiry to aseertain, as far as may be practi- 
cable, the difference between the assessed value 
and true value of the real estate in your Seg | 
locality.” I don't suppose one in a hundred o 
the Chicago real-estate men have taken the 
trouble to investigate the matter enough to an- 
swer the questions; and inasmuch as 1 have 
taken that trouble, and have thereby gotten at 
some facta that have interested and astonished 
me, and thinking it might be of interest to 
some of the many readers of your per, 1 
herewith give some of the facts. I find that the 
Assessors get at what they consider the true 
value, and then they assess the tax frométo 10 
— cent (and in some cases, particularly in the 

‘owns of Lake and Worth, as high as 30 per cent) 
of one-third of its true or reai value, and then 
divide it up upon the property. In fact, it vir- 
tual'y amounts to this: they create or make a 
lien or mortgage and put it on ayainst 
the property, and we are helpless. e were no- 
tifled that the Assessors’ books were to be open 
for our investigation and protest if we were as- 
sessed wrong, but that, 1 find, gives us no relief, 
because if we protested we were always met 
with the answer that they were “obliged to 
raise just so much money, and all the adjoini 
lots were assessed the same as ours, and it woul 
be necessary to reduce the taxon all the lots 
alike.” There being in the neighborhood of 
1,000 different owners of said lois, and it being 
inconvenient and expensive to get them all to 
protest at the same time, we were obliged to 
submit. Tobe more explicit, and in order that 
ali may understand me perfectly. I will explain 
that | have had occasion to examine the Assess- 
ors’ books of nearly every town in Cook County. 
and will give the fol examples ilius- 
trative of the point I wish to show: 
I tound a large number of-lote in the Towns of 
Worth, Lake, and Calumet which were taxed 
from $3 to $5 each every year for the next five 
years (including 1480) when the true ur real value 

1as never exceeded $10 per lot, and is not likely 
to increase much in value for the next ten or 
twenty years, and as it was virtually impossibie 
to get ali the lot owners to protest at the same 
time I was obliged tosybmit. InSec. 10. Town 39, 
Range 13, Town of Cicero, I found a large num- 
ber of lots assessed for $3.46, each which I think 
is fair (particularly as they Had assessed my lots 
next door, which were improved, at the same 
price; there is where your equalization comes 
in). Inthe Town ot ake View I succeeded in 
getting a reduction of an assessment, I think 
nbout two-thirds, because I convinced the As- 
sessor that an enterprising North Side real- 
estate man had subdivided into lots the lake- 
shore, about 200 feet out into the lake, and after 
looking at it (probably for the first time) and 
finding the lots in tie lake, he reduced the aus- 
sessment about two-thirds, still insisting upon 
assessing them at some price, though he ac- 
knowledged they were worth nothing. They 
had been assessed at about $500 each 
for so many years that it would not 
do to dro them too suddenly. 
We hope, if we live long enough, to see the day 
when the Scripture will not be fulfilled in our 
case, wherein it says, “To him that hath not 
shall be taken away even that which he 
seemethto have.’ 1 never could understand 
until now that apparent contradiction. Iam 
more and more convinced every day I live of the 
truth of the Bibie,as no human mind could 
have imagined such athing. But tocome nearer 
home, and get, so to speak, down to business, 
and show you how fearfully and wonderfuily 
this thing is done, Iwill give you one more ex- 
umple. I found a store. and lot on Wabash av- 
enue, north of Twelfth street, taxed $160, which 
was about 4 per cent on one-third of a fair valu- 
ation; a store ahd lot on State street, north of 
Adams, taxed about $500, which was about 3 per 
cent on one-third of a fair valuation; but here 
is where the beauty of the system comes in. 
The income from the Wabash avenue property 
is only #60 per year, making the tax a little 
more than one-fourth the income, and the in- 
come from the State street property is $5,000, 
making the tax only one-tenth the income. 
And so I might continue to relate example after 
example, but the above is sufficient. The truth 
is, the whole system of assessing and col- 
lecting Our taxes is unjust, foolish, and very ex- 
pensive. How they originate 1, and why the peo- 
ple have submitted to it so long. God only knows. 
One great reform and reduction in expenses has 
been accomplished by making only one xssess- 
ment for every five years, and in the partial con- 
solidation of Collectors’ departments; and now, 
if our State Legislature will adopt some equita- 
bie system for assessing, one of the most put- 
rageous wrongs that any people ever submitted 
to in the history of the world wiil be done away 
witb, This language may seem very strong to you, 
but I am satisfied that, if you had had oecasion 
to investigate the matter as I have in the last 
two or three months, you would think as I do. 
Why, just think of it! 1 can show you lots that 
are taxed every year from one-half of their 
real valuc, and improved property which is taxed 
for from one-fourth to one-half its total in- 
come. Iveoture to say that history does not 
furnish a parallel. The old feudal dues which 
monarchs had the power to exact tosupport cor- 
rupt and extravagant Courts never reached the 
extent of exacting one-half of what the people 
ee . : 

Some writer says “the exaction of mon 
from the individual for the service of the State 
ig a step above barbarism.” We have gone back 
to barbarism, for the leaders of the ancient 
tribes ot Gauis, Oeits, or Greeks never dealt so 
unjustly with their subjects in their division of 
spolis and in the exacting of tribute. Turgot, 
one of the wisest financiers, calied “taxation 
the art of plucking the goose without making it 
cry.” Some of us bave been plucked to such an 
extent that we have no tail feathers left. Our 
Representatives cannot do their constituents 
any greater.service than to pass some law or 


laws, or by adopting some bystem of pensesing 
and collecting taxes which will be just an 
equitable. Our Assessors are not so much to 
blame; they follow ina great measure the ex- 
ample of their predecessor, and cop very large- 
ly from the old books, ignoring the fact that the 
business centre and desirable residence centres 
and venue © tone he te changing.
